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REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are pending in the present application. Claims 1-15 stand rejected under 35 
USC §103. Claims 16-25 have been previously canceled. Claim 2 is currently cancelled. 
Applicants have currently amended claim 1 to more particularly point out applicants' invention. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 2 has been cancelled to eliminate the reference to Parylene. 

35 USC §103 

Claim 1, is amended to include the limitation of a polyparaxylylene layer deposited from 
a vapor phase. A previously discussed, polyparaxylylene is only known as a biocompatible 
coating and has not been used as a structural element. It is not obvious to use polyparaxylylene 
as a structural element because polyparaxylylene can not be purchased in a structural form, such 
as premade sheets. To the best of applicant's knowledge polyparaxylylene is only available in a 
form to be used in chemical vapor deposition or other form of thermal deposition. Parylene is 
only marketed by its manufacturer as a coating material. Clearly the manufacturer never 
intended it to be a structural element, nor has given any indication that it could be used as a 
structural element. Hence, applicants have added the limitation of a polyparaxylylene layer 
deposited from a vapor phase to more particularly point out applicant's invention.
